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Assets and Income of United Kingdom Companies in 1957 


H.M. Stationery Office is publishing today, ‘Company Assets and Income in 1957’, a study by 

Statistics Division of the Board of Trade covering about 1,900 companies engaged in manu- 

facture and distribution in the United Kingdom. The following article discusses some points 
of company finance illustrated by the statistics in the study. 


N 1957, of the 6,000 companies whose shares were quoted on a 

United Kingdom stock exchange, there were about 1,900 

companies with net assets of £500,000 or more who were engaged 
mainly in the United Kingdom in manufacturing and distribution. 
These companies between them owned net assets with a book value 
of over £10,000 million; nearly half of this total was owned by the 
70 largest companies. None of the companies showing trading 
losses in 1957 (21 out of the 1,900) had net assets of more than 
£3 million. Over one in five of the companies in the textile 
industries, but less than one in 30 of those in the engineering 
industries, were smaller (in terms of their net assets) at the 
end of 1957 than they were at the end of 1954. These are some of the 
facts which emerge from ‘Company Assets and Income in 1957,’* 
which is published today. 

The study is confined to 1,917 companies with net assets of {0-5 
million or more at the end of the ‘year’ 1957. The year ‘1957’ is, for 
each company, its financial year which ended between April 6, 1957, 
and April 5, 1958. Nearly all of the companies are public companies 
whose shares are quoted on a United Kingdom stock exchange, but 
35 unquoted companies which are included because of their importance 
are either companies jointly owned by other companies or are sub- 
sidiaries operating in the United Kingdom of parent companies 
registered outside the United Kingdom. 


Companies ranked by size 


The tables in the book are an extension and a revision of those 
published in 1955 by the National Institute of Economic and Social 
Research in ‘A Classified List of Large Companies Engaged in British 
Industry.’ Each company has been allotted to an industry group, 
corresponding generally to an Order of the Standard Industrial 
Classification, 1958 (S.I.C.). although in a few cases the industry

group covers more than one Order of the S.J.C. If a company has 
diverse activities, it has been classified to the industry in which its 
main activity lies; but for some companies, and particularly for 
industrial holding companies with interests in a number of manu- 
facturing and service industries, this classification is not a very satis< 
factory one. 

The companies are listed, within their industry groups, in order of 
the value of their net assets in 1957. Against each company is shown 
the value of its net assets and its ranking in terms of net assets, its 
income and ranking by income, and its net assets in 1957 as a per- 
centage of its assets in 1954- an indication of the growth of the 
company during this period. The larger companies — those with net 
assets of {1 million or more, numbering about 1,300 — are also listed 
separately in order of net asset rank without regard to industry. 
Summary tables show the distribution of companies by industry 
and net asset size-group, by industry and income size-group, and by 
industry and percentage change in net assets between end-1954 and 
end-1957. The index notes against each firm’s name whether it has 
subsequently been taken over, liquidated, changed its name, etc., 
before December 31, 1959, and the name of its parent if it is a sub- 
sidiary company. 


Variations between industries 


The tables show that the size of firms 1n different industries varies 
very widely. The 89 firms in the chemicals industry between them 
owned net assets of over £1,400 million, while the net assets of the 
42 companies in the construction industries amounted to less than 
£100 million. ‘Net assets’ represents the value of total fixed assets 
(net of depreciation) plus total current assets less total current liabilities 
and provisions, except provisions for future tax. 


Comparisons between firms or between industries of the value of 
net assets must be treated with caution; there may be substantial 
differences between the value of assets entered in a company’s books 
at the historical cost of the assets less depreciation and the value put 
on similar assets by a professional valuation at the prices ruling in 
1957. Between the end of 1954 and the end of 1957, 97 companies 
revalued their assets. Nevertheless, the considerable differences

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which exist between industries in average net assets per firm cannot be 
entirely explained by such factors and are of some validity as indicators 
of real differences in size between industries and between firms. 
Chart 1 shows, for each of five broad industry group, the proportion 
of total assets owned by companies with asset values within a given 
range. 


Income in 1957 


As with net assets, a comparatively small number of companies 
account for a very large proportion of total income, which is defined 
as trading profit (after deducting directors’ fees and emoluments, 
pensions to past directors, superannuation payments, compensation

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for loss of office, auditors’ fees, etc.) and other income (from invest- 
ments and other sources) before allowing for depreciation and other 
provisions. The income of all 2,866 companies (including those with 
net assets of less than £0-5 million) whose accounts for 1957 were 
analyzed by Statistics Division of the Board of Trade amounted to 
just over £2,000 million. Of this total, 98 per cent. was accounted for 
by the 1,917 companies (or 67 per cent. of the number of companies) 
with net assets of £0-5 million or more included in the present study. 
There were 157 companies (including 13 large unquoted companies) 
each of which had income of £2°5 million or more; between them 
they earned over £1,200 million. Of the companies listed in the study, 
285 had incomes of less than £100,000 in 1957 and of these 21 made 
losses during the year. The average income of these 285 companies 
was about £50,000, roughly the same as that of the 950 small quoted 
companies with net assets of less than £0°5 million which are not 
shown in the study. Chart 2, which plots companies’ net assets or 
income on logarithmic scales against their ranking, shows how many 
companies there are at or above any given levels of income and of net 
assets. 


On average among the quoted companies in the study, every £100 
of net assets earned about £19 of income in 1957. The return on 
capital employed varied quite widely from industry to industry. It 
was highest in the construction industries where income amounted to 
26 per cent. of net assets, while the vehicles, miscellaneous metal 
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goods, building materials industries and retail distribution all recorded 
incomes exceeding 20 per cent. of net assets employed. In the textile 
industries and in tobacco and entertainment and sport, income 
amounted to only 15 per cent. of net assets in 1957. 


Apart from the difficulties, some of which have already been 
described, of interpreting statistics of company income and assets, 
many factors will affect income/assets ratios. During any one year, 
the ratio is likely to be lower in those industries in which the level of 
production is low than in those experiencing prosperous conditions. 
This factor may go some way towards explaining the low ratio in the 
textile industries, although in general there is no significant statistical 
relationship between the average income/assets ratio for an industry 
in 1957 and economic conditions in that industry as measured, for 
instance, by the movement of the index of industrial production 
between 1956 and 1957. In the tobacco industry the high cost of 
financing duty-paid stocks may account for the low ratio of income to

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assets; on the other hand, fixed assets are probably lower (in relation 
to turnover and hence indirectly to profit) in the construction in- 
dustries than in many manufacturing industries. 


For individual firms the ratio of income to assets ranged very widely, 
of course; taking only the 30 largest quoted companies (which each 
had net assets of over £55 million), income as a percentage of net 
assets varied from 8 per cent. to 37 per cent. There is no evident 
relationship between the size of a firm and its income/assets ratio. 
The companies in the study are divided into six groups according to 
the value of their net assets, and the percentage of income to net assets 
varied only from 18 to 20 per cent. for these groups. These points are 
illustrated in Table 1. 


The growth of companies 1954-1957 


For each company whose accounts for the years 1955 to 1957 
inclusive were analyzed by the Board of Trade, the value of its net 
assets at the end of 1957 is shown as a percentage of the value of its 
assets at the end of 1954. In order to obtain figures which could be 
comparable as far as the study of growth was concerned, the value of 
a company’s net assets at the end of 1954 has been calculated by 
adjusting its end-1957 net assets for changes in assets which occurred 
in the years 1955 to 1957 inclusive. The changes are those recorded 
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in the Board of Trade analysis and arise from changes in the issued 
share and loan capital of the company, either by way of issuing new 
capital (apart from bonus issues) or repayment of existing capital; 
from the retention of profits or the incidence of losses during the period ;

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How Government and Industry Can Promote Exports 


‘Durinc the last months I have been particularly encouraged by 
the numerous reports which have reached me of the amount of work 
which is.being done on the spot by bodies such as your Chamber, 
the F.B.I., and N.U.M. to support the call for more exports,’ said 
Mr. Frederick Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, at the Leeds 
Chamber of Commerce lunch in Leeds on December 8, ‘and I should 
like to dwell for a few moments on the respective roles of Government 
and industry in this business. We know that both have important parts 
to play, but let us be clear what these respective parts are. 


“The prime responsibility of the Government is to ensure that the 
economy is healthy; that conditions are favourable for industry to 
grow and prosper,’ the Minister continued. “This is not an easy 
task, Indeed, we may be faced with conflicting aims which cannot 
all be pursued at one time. On the one hand, we want expansion, 
rising output and a rising standard of living. But, on the other hand, 
we cannot, as a nation, pursue this at the expense of deficits on our 
international balance of payments. We must avoid inflationary pressures 
resulting in rising costs which price us out of world markets and in 
rapid increases in our imports, and at the same time absorbing 
materials and labour for consumption at home which should have 
been devoted to increasing our exports.’ 


He said that the second function of the Government was to promote 
the growth of international trade. One important contribution was 
by working for the reduction of trade barriers and thus increasing 
the opportunities for our exporters. This we had sought to do, both 
through the international bodies such as the GATT, which was now 
meeting to negotiate further tariff reductions, and through bilateral 
negotiations. 


‘While I am on the subject of the role of the Government in the 
international sphere, I should like to refer briefly to two of our inter- 
national obligations. First, we have secured agreement among the 
major trading nations not to subsidize exports by tax incentives or 
other devices. Industry as a whole has supported our view that such 
subsidies are undesirable, that we would probably lose out in any 
competitive race, and that we would be serving the interests of our

own exporters best if we sought to prevent rather than initiate any 
such race. We have made substantial progress in achieving this. 


‘Secondly, we are bound by the rules of the Berne Union in the 
matter of credit insurance. Again, our aim has been to prevent our 
competitors being at an advantage so far as credit insurance facilities 
are concerned rather than to take the lead in offering better terms.’ 


The Government could also help the exporter more directly. Many 
of them were familiar with the range of Government services which 
were available to every firm, large or small, so he did not need to 
elaborate on them now, except to say that they could be of real value 
both to the highly experienced exporter and to the new boy, bewildered 
by the complexities of exporting which seemed to face him at every 
turn. 


What about industry’s role? It was, of course, the individual firm 
which exported, and not the Government. It was for the firm to see 
that the prices were right, that the design was right for the individual 
market, that the salesman was using the right approach and that the 
delivery date was honoured. The individual would be dependent 
on many others, on the Government and on other firms. Many factors 
were outside his control, but there were still the fundamentals for 
which he alone was responsible. 


“Over and above his individual sales effort, the exporter can play 
another role, an altruistic role. He can co-operate with others in giving 
firms, perhaps new to the export business, help and advice. I have in 
mind as an example of this, your own excellent booklet, “Tools of 
the Export Trade’, which I am happy to wish every success. It is 
this kind of practical help which can be of such great assistance. This 
is not an obligation, but it is a task for which British industry rightly 
deserves every praise for undertaking. I called it an altruistic role, 
but, of course, it is not entirely so because it is in the interests of 
everyone that we should achieve an expansion in exports in order to 
secure a continuing home market.’ 


The Minister then described export prospects he had observed 
during his recent trip to South America.

from changes arising from the disposal or loss of fixed assets; or from 
a change in the value of the company’s minority interests during the 
period. 


United Kingdom Companies in 1957 


The value of the company’s net assets at the end of 1954, calculated 
in the way described — that is by deducting from the value of net 
assets at the end of 1957 the change in assets which occurred during 
the preceding three years — may differ from net assets at the end of 1954 
as recorded in the company’s balance sheet of that year. A difference 
will occur if the company has revalued its net assets between the two 
periods, since book revaluations have not been taken into account 
in calculating the change in net assets which occurred in the years 
1955 to 1957 inclusive. Secondly, where one company has acquired 
or amalgamated with another company during the period, the cal- 
culated value of the acquiring company’s net assets at the end of 1954 
will usually differ from the sum of the net assets of the two companies 
as shown on their balance sheets at that date. 


In terms of this definition of growth, total net assets of the 1,846 
quoted companies whose accounts for each of the three years 1955 to 
1957 were analysed by the Board of Trade increased by £2,300 million 
or by 29 per cent. during the three year period. Expansion in the metal, 
engimeering and allied industries was well above the average — the 
net assets of companies (including the steel companies) classified to 
metal manufacture rose by 50 per cent. in total and of the companies 
in the vehicles group by 40 per cent. The textile industry showed the 
smallest increase (14 per cent.) in net assets and the distributive and 
service trades also showed below average 


There were 150 quoted companies whose net assets showed a 
decrease during the three year period. A decrease in net assets was 
shown by one in eight of companies with net assets of between £0-5 


and {1 million at end-1957, but by only one in 17 companies which 
had net assets of £1 million or more. Of these companies which 
decreased in size, nearly one-third was in the textile industry which 
was meeting with considerable difficulties throughout the period. An 
unusually large proportion of companies engaged in wholesale distribu- 
tion also experienced a reduction in net assets between end-1954 and 


end-1957. 


Just as many of the companies which decreased in size were among 
companies with assets of less than £0-5 million, companies in the larger 
size groups showed larger than average increases per company in 
net assets. Leaving aside the 150 companies which had smaller net 
assets at the end of the period than at the beginning, the average 
increase for an individual company was about 30 per cent. But for 
the 70 companies in the largest size group (with net assets over £25 
million) the average increase for an individual company was 41 per 
cent. ‘Table 2 shows how net assets increased in the various industry 
and net asset-size groups. 


Supplementary analysis, the results of which do not appear in the 
book, throws some light on the extent to which increases in net assets 
of a company were financed by the retention of profits on the one hand, 
and, on the other, financed by resort to outside sources — the raising 
of new capital on the market and bank loans. Nearly all the companies 
showing the biggest rates of growth—that is the 141 companies 
whose end-1957 net assets were 70 per cent. or more above those of 
three years earlier— depended to some extent at least on outside 
finance, and over 100 of them provided less than half their new invest- 
ment from retained reserves. There were nearly 1,000 companies 
whose investment was mainly or wholly financed from their own re- 
sources and of these, about two-thirds were among the companies 


whose net assets increased by less than the average of 30 per cent. 
for an individual company. 
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Great Need for Qualified Workers in Industry 


Mr. F. J. ERROLL, Minister of State, Board of Trade, speaking 
at Mather & Platt’s Works School at Manchester on December 9, 
said that there were so many great opportunities in engineering of 
all kinds — that that horizon alone must stretch the gaze of any young 
trainee. The need of industry for properly qualified workers was so 
great that there had never been more facilities for training. ‘I don’t 
mean by this, of course, that the opportunities are so great and the 
need so pressing that the ill-trained boy or girl is going to step on to 
a sort of conveyor belt whose destination is on that rosy horizon. 
I need hardly say that a blunt chisel is no better than no chisel and 
industry and commerce can still use only the properly trained worker 
in the growing number of skilled jobs.’ 

If ever there was a testimony to the value of the well trained man, 
it was the eagerness with which the newly developing countries would 
receive the well qualified worker in order to put their economies on 
a modern footing. 

Highly industrialized countries like Russia and Germany, so far 
from relaxing their own efforts, were launching hundreds of trained 
workers on to their labour market every year. As others learned to do 
the things we could do 100 years, 50 years, 20 years ago, we must 
learn to equip ourselves for the next stage of skilled performance. 
‘If we are to earn our living as a nation — and this means as individuals — 
we must stay in the lead.’ 

Much could certainly be achieved by training, but salesmanship 
was essentially a matter of personal contact, and the personality of 
the salesman was all important. ‘His salesmanship must be aggressive, 
in the sense that it must be persistent and persuasive, but you cannot 
sell goods by hitting your customer over the head with them. The 
salesman must be friendly, he must be an optimist, he must be 
enthusiastic about the goods he is trying to sell, whilst being able to 
see the other man’s point of view.’ 


Minister of State to Visit Nigeria 


Mr. F. J. ERROLL, Minister of State, Board of Trade, together 
with Mrs. Erroll, will visit Nigeria in the second half of January. 
The Minister will see as much as he can of developments in Nigeria 
and will discuss opportunities for increasing trade. He will also attend 
meetings of the Nigerian Development Conference.

Average Level of Efficiency Must be Raised 


IN THE COURSE of an export publicity speech at the Guildhall, 
Portsmouth, on December 8, Mr. Anthony Barber, M.P., Economic 
Secretary to the Treasury, said he had confidence in the capacity of 
the United Kingdom so to organize its native skills and ingenuity 
as to produce the kind of goods which the world needs. But that was’ 
not at all the same thing as saying that every manufacturer in the 
country was using the skill at his disposal as effectively as he could and 
should. 

‘Some British firms, I do not doubt, are producing goods of the 
highest quality and machines of the greatest efficiency,’ Mr. Barber 
said. ‘But report after report since the war has made the point that 
the average is too far below the best. This is a gap that must be 
narrowed, and it is only those in industry who can narrow it. Of course, 
it is in their own best interests to do so. Efficient firms are better able 
to pay high wages than inefficient ones. This seems to me a positive 
way to meet the understandable desire for bigger pay packets. 

‘Export sales depend largely on prices, prices depend on costs, and 
the direct wage and salary bill accounts for almost half the costs of 
manufacture. The significance of this is clear when it is realized that 
we sell abroad nearly one-third of all that our factories produce. These 
are the hard facts of life, and there can be no doubt that if the general 
level of wages were significantly to outstrip the rise in productivity 
we should be in for very serious trouble. Wage increases over the last 
year or two were generally covered by a rapid gain in output. We do. 
not at present have the benefit of such big improvements in productiv- 
ity, and there is no point in burking the fact that if there are increases 
throughout industry without improvements in productivity this 
country — and that means the British people — will be doing itself 
considerable harm. It is not just a matter of rising prices. at home, 
which would certainly follow and which would hit hardest those 
living on small fixed incomes. The effect on our exports would be far 
more serious.’ 

What happened on the wages front during the next few months 
would be of paramount importance, and the decision lay wholly within 
the power of those who negotiated on wage claims, Mr. Barber said. 
‘The Government believes in free bargaining, but we have a duty to 
say as clearly as we can that the country cannot yet afford increases 
of the size now being claimed so quickly after the last increases. Our 
purpose must be to raise the average level of efficiency to bring the 
average nearer to the best. We shall then be able both to face our 
competitors and to face wage demands without flinching.’ 


Changes in Government Packaging Specifications

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Tariff Changes in the Common Market 


THE TREATY OF ROME lays down a time-table for the elimination 
of tariffs on imports between the member countries (France, Germany, 
Italy and the Benelux countries) of the European Economic Com- 
munity, and for the alignment of their individual national tariffs to 
form a Common Tariff on imports from other countries. On page 
1142 of the Board of Trade Journal of May 27, 1960, are reported the 
decisions taken by the Council of Ministers of the Community at 
their meetings on May 12 regarding the speeding up of this time-table. 
Exporters may like to be reminded of the alterations which will take 
place by January 1, 1961, in the individual tariffs of the member 
countries, both as regards trade between themselves and on imports 
from outside the area. A brief explanation is, therefore, given below 
of the principles on which these tariff changes will be made. For the 
purpose of the calculations to be made all reductions and modifications 
are based on the individual national tariffs on the date, January 1, 1957. 


Tariffs Between Member Countries 


On January 1, 1959, the member countries reduced their individual 
tarifis for imports from other member countries by 10 per cent. 
This was followed by another 10 per cent. reduction on July 1 of this 
year. By January 1, 1961, tariffs on industrial products will undergo 
a further reduction of 10 per cent. (i.e., 30 per cent. in all). For 
agricultural products (Annex II to the Treaty of Rome) the additional 
reduction will be 5 per cent. (25 per cent. in all) for items which 
have not been liberalized but no new reduction for items which have 
been liberalized. 

Tariffs to Countries Not Members of the Community 


When the initial 10 per cent. reduction was made in the inter- 
Community tariffs in January 1959 these reductions were extended to 
imports from countries not members of the Community in cases where 
the resulting duty was not lower than the Common Tariff rate. 
The Benelux countries gave a similar extension in some cases of the 
second 10 per cent. reduction on July 1, 1960. 


By January 1, 1961, the first official move towards the alignment of 
the individual national tariffs with the Common Tariff is due to take 
place for industrial products but not for agricultural goods. The Treaty 
of Rome specifies that where individual duties were higher or lower 
than the Common Tariff rate by not more than 15 per cent., then in 
those cases the Common Tariff rate is to be introduced immediately 
at the first move. In other cases the individual rates are to be in- 
creased or decreased towards the level of the Common Tariff by 


30 per cent. of the difference between the Common tariff rate and the 
individual rate. 


For the purpose of the first move to be made on January 1, 1961, 
the Community decided that calculations should be based on a 
notional reduction of the Common Tariff by 20 per cent. on industrial 
products, provided however, that where a rate is being reduced it 


should not be brought below the original level of the Common Tariff. 
The Community has offered to bind this reduction of 20 per cent. in 
whole or in part in the course of the GATT tariff negotiations next 
year. 


Rates which on January 1, 1957, were above the level of the Com- 
mon Tariff will, therefore, fall to the Common Tariff level if they were 
not more than 15 per cent. higher than that level or if the calculation 
on the basis of the Common Tariff less 20 per cent. would otherwise 
reduce them to below the Common Tariff. In the case of other 
reductions the rate will come down by 30 per cent. of the difference 
between the individual rate and the Common Tariff less 20 per cent. 
For rates which on January 1, 1957, were between the Common 
Tarifi and the Common Tariff less 20 per cent. it seems that these will 
remain unaltered. Rates below the Common Tariff less 20 per cent. 
will either be increased by 30 per cent. of the difference, or, if not 
more than 15 per cent. lower than the reduced Common Tariff rate, 
will be increased to that level. 


Within the general procedure there are certain exceptions, the main 
ones being as follows: 


(a) In the case of Germany, who on most industrial items reduced 
her duties by 25 per cent. in 1957 after the base date, a special provi- 
sion has been agreed with the result that on January 1, 1961, one half 
only of this reduction will be restored. 


(b) Under the May decisions of the Community member countries 
can make application for the notional reduction of 20 per cent. in the 
Common Tariff rate not to be applied to particularly sensitive items 
in List G (a list of items annexed to the Treaty of Rome on which 
the Common Tariff duties were subject to negotiation between the 
member states). So far no notification has been given of any items to 
which this provision will apply. 


(c) In a limited field of raw materials facilities will exist for the 


member countries to operate tariff quotas free of duty or at a reduced 
rate of duty. 


The result of these changes should in general be that over the 
tariff as a whole German and Benelux rates will be rising while 
French and Italian rates should be somewhat lower. In considering 
the decreases which might be expected in the higher national tariffs 
it must, however, be remembered that part of the decrease due has 
already been made by the extension of the first inter-community 
reductions of 10 per cent. to other countries at an earlier stage, and 
the later Benelux reductions to 20 per cent. in some cases. Addi- 
tionally in some cases, notably Italy who has reduced her duties 
recently on some agricultural and textile machinery, it may be that 
duties above the Common Tariff level have already been reduced by 
more than would be required under the general procedures although 
still remaining above or at the Common Tariff level.

These provisional third quarter figures have been estimated on 


manufacturing industry have, accordingly, not yet been adjusted to 
agree with the provisional results of the 1959 Census of Production 
as published in the Board of Trade Journal of December 2, 1960, 
Revisions to the figures in this series, to take account of the change- 
over from an ‘establishment’ to an ‘enterprise’ basis, which is the 
main change reflected in the results of the 1959 Census of Production, 
will be made in the provisional fourth quarter article of March 17, 
1961. At that time the figures for all available quarters back to the 
beginning of 1955 will be revised so as to provide, wherever possible, 
a comparable run of figures from 1955 to the end of 1960. The effect 
of these revisions will be quite small, so far as annual changes in the 
expenditure of manufacturing industry as a whole are concerned. 
Thus, for the year 1959, the quarterly figures of total capital ex- 
penditure by manufacturing industry published in the Board of 
Trade Journal showed a fall, by comparison with the figures for 
1958, of 8 per cent. - whereas the fall revealed by the provisional 
Census figures for 1959 is one of 6 per cent. In some groups of 
industries the differences were considerably greater than in others; 
detailed references to these differences and to the main reasons for 
them will be made in the provisional fourth quarter article of March 
17, 1961. This changeover to an enterprise basis may also necessitate 
some changes to the figures for ‘other industries and services’, and 
these will be made at the same time.

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Capital Expenditure (Continued) 


Manufacturing Industry 


It is estimated, provisionally, that there was an increase, after 
allowing for seasonal factors, of about £26 million or 14 per cent., 
over the level of the previous quarter, in manufacturing industry’s 
capital expenditure in the third quarter of 1960. The actual ex- 
penditure of manufacturing industry during the third quarter was 
approximately £270 million, or 33 per cent. more than in the same 
quarter of 1959, with expenditure on building work up by 48 per 
cent. and expenditure on plant and machinery up by 27 per cent. 
compared with the same period a year earlier. The volume of fixed 
capital expenditure (at 1954 prices) by manufacturing industry was 
31 per cent. higher in the third quarter than in the same period of 


1959 — after being 17 per cent. higher than a year previously in the 
second quarter. 


The vehicle, iron and steel and textile groups of industries 
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accounted for the great bulk of the inerease in expenditure on 
building work during the quarter, with the first two being responsible 


for most of the increase in expenditure on the plant and machinery 
side. 


Other Industries and Services 

Total capital expenditure by ‘Other industries and services’ in 
the third quarter of 1960 is provisionally estimated to be 7 per cent. 
higher than in the third quarter of 1959 at current prices and 8 per 
cent. higher at 1954 prices. At current prices expenditure on plant 


and machinery rose by 10 per cent., on vehicles by 8 per cent. and 
on new building work by 5 per cent. 


Allowing for seasonal factors, which increase the figures for the 
third quarter relative to those for the second quarter, expenditure 


(at 1954 prices) was £15 million (9 per cent.) less than in the second 
quarter of this year.

Further Large Increases in Industry’s Stocks 


PROVISIONAL ESTIMATES of the volume (at 1954 prices) of stocks 
held by manufacturers and distributors show an increase of £136 
million in the third quarter of 1960. Allowing for seasonal factors the 
increase is rather less than that in the second quarter, suggesting that 
the strong upward trend in stocks in the first half of the year may 
be levelling off. 

This article shows, for the first time, seasonally adjusted figures 
of the volume of industry’s stocks. The seasonal adjustment is carried 
out separately for manufacturing, wholesaling and retailing, using 
the ratio to moving average method as described in the January, 
1960, issue of Economic Trends, on the level of stocks at 1954 prices. 
The adjustment is made to each of the three types of stocks within each 
of six industry groups form anufacturing industry and to the three main 
groups of wholesalers. For retailers, the adjustment is made only 
to the total and account is here taken of the variable date of Easter. 
These seasonally adjusted figures are necessarily subject to a margin 
of error, over and above any error in the original unadjusted data 
and should accordingly be interpreted with caution. It is nevertheless 
hoped that they will be helpful in interpreting changes in stocks. 

In future articles emphasis will be placed on the volume figures of 
stocks, particularly the seasonally adjusted series, but changes at 
book values will continue to be published as in Table 2. 

No amendments have yet been made to the stocks figures to take 
account of the provisional results of the 1959 Census of Production 
published in the Board of Trade Journal of December 2, 1960. The 
effect of these revisions, which arise mainly from the changeover 
of the Census of Production to an ‘enterprise’ basis from an 
‘establishment’ basis, is not very large so far as the changes in total 
stocks of manufacturing industry in the year 1959 are concerned. 
Thus, the figures published in the quarterly series showed an increase 
in 1959 of 2-3 per cent. which will be revised to 2-8 per cent. In 
some groups of industries the differences will be greater than in 
others; detailed references to such differences and the main reasons 


for them will be pubushed in the Board of Trade Journal of March 
17, 1961, with the results for the fourth quarter of 1960. That article 
will also provide a complete series of quarterly figures on the new 
basis from the beginning of 1955 for manufacturing and frem the 
beginning of 1957 for the distributive trades. 


Manufacturers’ Stocks 


Provisional estimates for the third quarter of 1960 show that the 
total volume of manufacturers’ stocks and work in progress (at 
1954 prices) rose, after adjustment for seasonal factors, by {111 
million or by 2-5 per cent. 

The increase in total manufacturers’ stocks, at book values, was 
£111 million - compared with £162 million in the second quarter - 
but the smaller increase (£49 million less) in the book value of stocks 
in the third quarter reflects reduced prices and seasonal factors. 
Because of reductions in the prices of certain materials, more 
especially of textiles, the volume increase of £100 million in total 
stocks (at 1954 prices) was only £17 million less than the increase in 
the second quarter. Allowance for seasonal factors results in an upward 
adjustment to this third quarter volume increase, following a down- 
ward one in the second quarter, and thus produces a slightly larger 
seasonally adjusted volume increase ({111 million) in the third 
quarter than in the second (£100 million), although the difference of 
£11 milliom may not be significant. The rate of stock building in the 
third quarter, in manufacturing industry, after allowance for price 
changes and seasonal factors, thus seems likely to have been very 
similar to that in the second quarter. 

After allowances for seasonal factors, about half the volume 
increase in stocks (at 1954 prices), in the third quarter, was attribu- 
table to stocks of materials and fuel (with the main contribution 
towards this increase being in the engineering, textile and timber 
industries). A further third of the volume increase was due to 
increased stocks of finished goods, especially in the iron and steel 
and motor vehicle industries.

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Industry’s Stocks (Continued) 
Wholesalers’ Stocks 


The figures of changes in the volume (at 1954 prices) of whole- 
salers’ stocks have been revised by using a more systematic method 
of allowing for price changes and the new series is shown in Table 
1. The new estimates, though they must still be regarded as being 
subject to a wide margin of error, are more soundly based and should 
be more reliable than the previous estimates as more detailed and 
up-to-date estimates of the commodity composition of stocks have 
been used, together with a wider range of price index numbers 
which are thought to be more appropriate to wholesalers’ stocks. 


The provisional estimate of the increase in the volume of stocks 
held by wholesalers for the third quarter 1960 is £59 million, an 
increase of 7 per cent. After allowing for seasonal factors, the increase 
is £38 million, more than double the increase in the second quarter 
and larger than any increase since the first quarter of 1957. The 
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increase was spread over all the wholesale trades but was particularly 
high in wholesale distribution (Minimum List Heading 810 in the 
Standard Industrial Classification) and in agricultural merchants 
(M.L.H. 831.3) and metal and timber dealers (M.L.H. 832.1 and 
832.2). The strong upward trend in wholesalers’ stocks appears 
to be continuing. 


Retailers’ Stocks 


The volume of retailers’ stocks decreased during the third quarter, 
both before and after seasonal adjustment. The estimates of retailers’ 
stocks are, however, less reliable than those for manufacturers and 
wholesalers and there is reason for suspecting that the figures in the 
tables for second and third quarters 1960 (+ £32 million and 
— {21 million respectively) may exaggerate the turn round between 
the two quarters. Details of the changes during the period are given 
in the Board of Trade Journal of November 18, 1960, page 1221.

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Wholesale Prices Slightly Higher in November 


Botu the purchases of materials and fuel by manufacturing industry 
and the output of manufactured goods showed signs of higher prices 
in November. The provisional index of wholesale prices for the 
whole manufacturing sector at Table 1 below, shows that basic 
materials, after falling steadily since last April, increased by 0-4 per 
cent. to 97-1 (1954=100), as compared with the revised estimate for 
October. Although the November increase in the average price level 
of all manufactured products shown at Table 2 was considerably 
smaller —- only 0-1 per cent. compared with the index for October, 


which has been revised up to 113-8 — this movement continues the ! 


1. Materials Purchased by Broad 


gradual but persistent increase in the general price level of output 
which commenced in mid-1959. 

The reversal of the downward trend in the price index of basic 
materials purchased by manufacturing industries in November 
was mainly due to a halt in the falling prices experienced in the most 
recent months by raw wool, copper and materials used in food 
manufacturing, followed by an upturn in these prices in the latest 

period. Other commodities which contributed to the higher price 
level were hides and skins, raw cotton, flax, whale oil and especially

raw jute. The price index of raw jute increased by 15 per cent. in 
November to a new record for this fibre; the index shows a 40 per 
cent. increase since last June, and is now more than double that of 
the base year and of November, 1959. Against these rising prices were 
recorded some decreases, the most important being that of rubber, 
which was 7 per cent. lower than in the previous month and has 
shown a sharp price fall of 28 per cent. since May 1960, reflecting 
the present reduced demand for rubber tyres. The price of raw 
rubber is now almost back to the low level of March 1959. The 
slight increase recorded in November for the fuel index is a further 
effect of the recent increase in coal prices. The influence of the 
increased coal prices upon the fuel index has been re-assessed for 
the past three months. 

Within broad industry groups, the increase in the price index of 
materials and fuel purchased by food manufacturing industries was 
chiefly due to higher prices of bacon factory pigs, which more than 
counterbalanced the price reduction in imported coarse grain. The 
higher price level for the input of materials for textile manufacture 
is a reflection of the higher quotations referred to for the imported 
natural fibres, raw wool, jute and cotton. There was no change in 
the price index of materials used for machinery manufacture; here

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the fall in the price of raw rubber was largely offset by increases 
recorded for brass ingots and raw copper. For the mechanical 
engineering industries, however, the greater relative importance of 
cheaper rubber among the purchased materials and fuel was mainly 
responsible for the slight fall in the published index. The indices for 
construction and house building materials are affected by the 
persistent rise in the price of bricks. 


Except for marginal price decreases in the chemical and allied 
trades, principally due to cheaper coal tar products, the November 
price indices of output of broad sectors of industry shown in Table 
2 were mainly unchanged or slightly higher than in the previous 
month. The index for food products showed the greatest increase, 
the higher price of bacon being chiefly responsible for the change. 
These same commodities, together with a wide range— of 
miscellaneous manufacturers, including textiles, building materials, 
wood products, metal goods and brushes and brooms, were also the 
most influential factors in raising the price index for home market 
sales of all manufactured products. The index of textile goods other 
than clothing reflects the continuing upward trend in prices of 
cotton cloth and rayon fabrics.

Notes on Index Numbers of Wholesale Prices — 1954 = 100 


(1) The index numbers are calculated from the price movements of 
some 7,000 closely defined materials and products representative of 
goods purchased and manufactured by United Kingdom industry. 
The index for an individual commodity is its current home market 
price expressed as a percentage of its annual average home market 
price in 1954. In compiling indices for groups of commodities these 


percentages are combined in proportion to the value of purchases or 
sales of the individual commodities in 1954. The proportions have been 
derived from the Census of Production, short-term statistics of 
production, the Trade and Navigation Accounts, information supplied 
by trade associations and from various other sources.

(2) Commodity price index numbers are combined into the index 
numbers of materials purchased by and output of broad sectors of 
industry in Tables 1 and 2. Net weights are used to combine the 
commodity index numbers into sector indices; that is, the sector 
indices exclude sales by one undertaking to another within the same 
sector. The indices of materials purchased by industry include 
imported materials, and where it is possible to do so the indices of 
output of broad sectors of industry take account of the movement in 
export prices. Information about export prices is less reliable than 
information about home market prices, and hence the sector indices 
of total saies including exports are less reliable than the indices of 
home market sales. 

(3) Commodity indices covering United Kingdom manufactures 
in general relate to a ‘principal product’ (or a group of principal 
products) of an industry as defined in the Census of Production; the 
weights used in compiling the indices include the value of sales of 
the principal products of an industry by undertakings classified to 
other Census industries. For each of the sectors of industry for which 
indices are published in Table 2, sales of principal products correspond 
very closely to total sales of the sector. 

(4) In determining the weights used in calculating indices which 
combine the price movements of several materials or products, the 
value of goods for which no price series are available is imputed to 
price series which may be expected to move similarly. 

(5) As far as possible ‘delivered’ prices are used in compiling the 
indices of materials purchased by industry; ‘ex-works’ prices are 
used in compiling the indices of commodities produced in the United 
Kingdom, unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in 


Index Numbers of Wholesale 


The index numbers of wholesale prices related to 1954 = 100 
superseded those previously published on the base June 30, 1949 =100. 
For the convenience of those who use the index numbers in long-term 
contracts to take account of changes in costs of materials, the Board 
of Trade will continue to publish certain indices on the base June 30, 
1949 = 100 until December 1961. These indices are the ones relating

(7) To facilitate further calculation the indices are given to one 
decimal place in most cases, but small month to month movements 
have little significance. Indices for which full information has not 
been received are shown with an asterisk to indicate that they are 
provisional. Commodity index numbers are revised to take account 
of errors or very late notification of price changes, but unless these 
revisions are exceptionally important they are not carried through to 
the indices of purchases and output of sectors of industries in Tables 
1 and 2. 

(8) The series of wholesale price index numbers based on 1954 = 
100 was introduced in the Board of Trade Journal on March 21, 1958; 
previously the index numbers were based on June 30, 1949 = 100. 
In February 1959, the index numbers were revised in accordance with 
the Standard Industrial Classification 1958 (see Board of Trade 
Journal, February 13, 1959). In particular, the index numbers relating 
to materials used in and output of manufacturing industry were 
extended to include industries making fuel, food and tobacco products, 
and the index numbers relating to. materials used in broad sectors of 
industry were extended to include fuels used.

Textile Statistics for October 





Production in the Cotton Industry 


THE VOLUME of production in the cotton industry in October was 
5 per cent. less than in October last year. 


Statistics issued by the Cotton Board show that, while the yardage 
of cloth woven in the industry in the first ten months of this year was 
about the same as in the corresponding period last year, output of 
cotton cloth was 3 per cent. less. Production of man-made fibre and 
mixture yarns during the same period was 4 per cent. more than last 
year but single cotton yarn 2 per cent. less. The quantity of yarn 
doubled was 9 per cent. more.

Output of the Wool Textile Industry 


THE VOLUME of production in the wool textile industry in October 
was 3 per cent. less than in October last year. According to figures 
issued by the Wool Industry Bureau of Statistics, the rate of con- 
sumption of wool in October was 12 per cent. less and production 
of tops 19 per cent. less than in October 1959 but deliveries of 
worsted yarn were 3 per cent. more. Deliveries of woven woollen 
fabrics decreased by 2 per cent. and deliveries of worsted fabrics 
increased by 1 per cent. compared with a year earlier. 

Deliveries of woollen and worsted fabrics (excluding blankets) in 
the first ten months of 1960 were 1 per cent. more than in the 
corresponding period last year, an increase of 7 per cent. in deliveries 
of worsted fabric being offset by a decrease of 4 per cent. in woollen 
fabric. Total deliveries of worsted yarn were 6 per cent. more than 
in the first ten months of 1959; the increase in carpet and rug yarns 
was 27 per cent. Production of tops in the period was 8 per cent. 
less and consumption of raw wool 5 per cent. less than a year ago.

Production in the Made-up Clothing Industry 


MANUFACTURERS’ SALES of made-up clothing in October main- 
tained the high level reached in September and were 9 per cent. 
higher than in October 1959. Deliveries of dresses, lingerie, infants’ 
wear, etc., were 2 per cent. less than a year earlier but sales in all 
other sectors increased; compared with a year earlier deliveries 
of women’s and girls’ tailored outerwear were 17 per cent. more. 
Sales of weatherproof outerwear remained at a high level and were 
44 per cent. more than in October last year. 


The index numbers below, which are of manufacturers’ sales at 
constant prices, relate to the total sales of those manufacturers whose 
main business is in that sector of the industry and not to the total 
sales of that particular type of garment. The index numbers have 
been adjusted for the length of the working month, but not for 
holidays or other seasonal factors. Figures for individual months are 


subject to wide seasonal fluctuations and should be interpreted with 
caution.

Orders in the Textiles and Clothing Industries 


THE RATE of receipt of net new orders by the textiles and clothing 
industries in October was estimated to be much the same as in 
October last year and the volume of orders on hand at the end of 
October was 5 per cent. more than at the end of the previous month. 
Deliveries were 3 per cent. less than in October 1959. 

There are marked seasonal fluctuations in demand in the textile 
and clothing industries and sharp changes in the rate at which orders 
are received should not, by themselves, be taken to imply similar 
sharp changes in production; they may, for example, lead to a change 
in the length of order books or level of stocks.

2 per cent. higher than a year earlier, a smaller increase than that 
shown in the third quarter of the year. 

Sales by food shops and by clothing and footwear shops increased 
by 2 and 3 per cent. respectively on a year earlier; while sales by 
household goods shops continued to show a decline on the previous 

ear.

Food Expenditure and Consumption in 1959 

An article in the current issue of ‘Economic Trends’ published 
on November 29 presents some of the results of the Nationaf ‘Pood 
Survey up to the end of 1959. The total expenditure on food 
consumed in the home as recorded by the Survey increased’ from 
25s. 8d. per person per week in 1955 to 29s. 3d. in 1959. A rough 
apportionment of this increase of 14 per cent. between price and 
quantity suggests that the volume of total purchases rose by 4 per 
cent. between 1955 and 1959.

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Britain’s Exports of Farm Machinery Continue to Grow 


DegsPITE THE ABSENCE of live animals from the Royal Smithfield 
Show and Agricultural Machinery Exhibition at Earls Court, London, 
this year, there was much to interest both technical and casual visitor. 
Nevertheless, although the hundreds of exhibits of agricultural 
equipment and carcass meat provided an insight into the progress 
being made throughout the agricultural industry, the visitor could not 
but feel the emptiness in the spacious hall. This was the first time 
since the show first started in 1798 that live animals had not been 
paraded in the show rings for judging. All that stood in the space 
where the best of Britain’s beef cattle and other farm animals should 
have paraded was a display board provided by the Ministry of Agri- 
culture announcing that the spread of foot and mouth disease which 
had caused the slaughter of 40,000 animals in a month, had prevented 
the animals from being included in tt ~-how. It should not be over- 
looked that the prime object of the Mir istry of Agriculture’s ban on 
the movement of cattle to the show \.as to prevent the spread of the 
disease, thereby maintaining the high standard and quality of Britain’s 
pedigree cattle. Britain is a leading exporter of pedigree livestock. 


However, the fact that Britain is the principal exporter of agricultural 
machinery, and the new equipment displayed, made the show well 
worth visiting. The Agricultural Engineers’ Association Ltd. have 
announced that total exports for the first ten months of 1960 amounted 
to £108-7 million. This meant that the industry’s total export of farm 
tractors and farm machinery for the first ten months of this year is 
already £3 million ahead of the previous record figure of £105 million 
established for the whole of last year. 


The association also announced that exports of farm machinery 
are up by 13-3 per cent. on the period January to October 1959, while

the value of exports of complete farm tractors shows an increase of 
33-3 per cent. By the end of October this year the United Kingdom 
had already exported 123,663 new farm tractors compared with a 
previous record figure of 115,769 for the entire 12 months of 1959. 
Australia is still the United Kingdom’s best tractor market, with the 
United States a close second. 


Perkins Engines Ltd., of Peterborough, announced that orders 
totalling more than {1 million have been placed with them by a well- 
known German combine harvester manufacturer —- Gebr Claas Mas- 
chinenfabrik, of Harsewinkel, West Germany, and this order included 
a substantial amount for the new six cylinder direct injection Perkins 
Six 354 agricultural diesel engine which made its debut at this year’s 
Smithfield Show. 

Before the show closed on December 9, Amasal Ltd., a member 
of the Staveley Group of companies, announced that the Russian State 
technical buying agency (Technoimports Bureau) had bought a fully 
automatic sausage filling, weighing and linking machine costing 
£1,340 in the United Kingdom. The machine, capable of producing 
all types of sausages from the Frankfurter to the English sausage, is 
to be shipped to Russia next month. 


Among new exhibits in the show were a bulldozer for clearing deep 
litter in broiler houses, the manufacturers claim that it will clear about 
five tons an hour; a small machine for cleaning eggs by moving them 
gently backwards and forwards in the cleaning fluid, without vibration ; 
a new winter wheat with an average yield of two tons an acre which, 
it is claimed, could earn for British farmers an extra {44 million a 
year; tractors fitted with exhaust brakes which slow the machine by 
creating back pressure in the exhaust system; a fully automated plant 
for meal or pellet production in which the programme sequence of 
grinding, mixing, conveying and pelleting is pre-set; a new type of 
ignition system for two-stroke and four-stroke engines in which coil, 
points, condensers and magneto are replaced by a switch and a ceramic; 
foam rubber, plastic-coated nylon covered mattresses for cows; and 
a new method of providing butchers with top quality meat, de-fatted 
and boned meat by ‘blast-freezing.’ 


Last year 2,230 overseas visitors attended the show, and it was 
expected that this year overseas visitors would reach that figure if 
not exceed it, in spite of the absence of cattle. 


To quote the Earl of Eldon, president of the show, ‘On the agri- 
cultural engineering side, machinery manufacturers are backing their 
faith in the future with a capital investment of millions of pounds. 
Our agricultural engineers have not only held their own in inter- 


national markets, but have increased sales in both farm machinery 
and tractors.’ 





Application for Anti-Dumping Duty on Corduroy

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 
Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Tuesday December 6 
Misrepresentation of Consumer Goods 


A member asked if the President would introduce legislation to 
give him wider powers to prevent misrepresentation and false ad- 
vertising of the qualities, constituents and performance of consumer 
goods, on the lines of Clause 25 of the Weights and Measures Bill, 
which is designed to give him power to prevent misrepresentation of 
measure and weight of goods. 

Mr. Niall Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary, said in reply that 
the President would consider this matter in the light of any advice 
that he might receive from the Committee on Consumer Protection, 
when it presented its final report. 


Safety Devices on Toys 


Asked if the President would, in the interests of consumer protection, 
introduce legislation to ensure that all dangerous toys imported from 
abroad were fitted with safety devices, Mr. Niall Macpherson replied 
that the President was considering with the Home Secretary what 
action to take on the recommendation bearing on this matter made 
in the interim report of the Committee. 


Restriction of Imports 


In the House of Lords a member asked what major importing 
countries had this year taken steps, or announced their intention of 
taking steps, to restrict imports or payments abroad with a view to 
improving their balance of trade or balance of payments position. 


The Earl of Dundee replied: “The United States have recently 
announced measures for reducing purchases abroad by Government 
agencies and restricting the purchase of foreign goods from funds 
provided by the Internationa! Co-operation Administration. India 
and the Union of South Africa have increased restrictions on imports 
with a view to improving their balance of payments. Venezuela has 
imposed exchange control on capital and current transactions.’ 


Expanding the Motor Industry 


A member asked what was the gross amount of public funds 
which Her Majesty’s Government were committed to supply towards 
the expansion plans of the motor industry, the terms of such advances 
and the enactments under which such advances were being made. 


The Earl of Dundee replied that Her Majesty’s Government were 
committed to provide assistance in the form of grants, loans, and 
building of factories on amortization terms, to the value of £31 million 
towards the expansion plans of the motor industry. They had also 
indicated that they would be prepared to give assistance for certain 
other projects, but the amounts have not yet been determined. The 
terms on which assistance was given are settled with individual firms. 
Ali this assistance was under the Local Employment Act, 1960, 
which was the only relevant enactment. 


Friday December 9 
Patent Office Expenditure 


Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade was 
asked whether he would state for each year from 1939 to 1959 the 
amount by which the receipts of the Patent Office exceeded or fell 
short of the cost of running the office, excluding the Library and 
the Industrial Property Department. 

Replying, Mr. Niall Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary, said, 
‘From 1939 to 1952 there was no accounting in respect of work done 
for the Patent Office by certain other Departments and the total 
cost of running the Patent Office in these years is not known. From 
1953 onwards the total receipts and outgoings were as follows:

“These figutes cannot readily be broken down to show the cost 
of the Library and Industrial Property Department separately. 
However, in 1958 it was calculated that the cost of the Library, the 
Industrial Property Department and other services not preperly 
chargeable to fees was £195,000 leaving a deficit of £72,000. Costs 
have recently risen sharply and it is estimated that in 1960/61 the 
costs properly chargeable to fees will be £1,686,000. The income 
from fees is estimated at £1,554,000, leaving a deficit of £132,000. 


Tuesday December 13 
Increased GATT Membership 


The President was asked if he would make a statement on ‘con- 
stitutional and procedural changes in the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, consequent on the recent increase in membership; 
and to what extent Nigeria and other new members of the organization 
had accepted the relevant conventions already accepted by Great 
Britain. 

Mr. Erroll replied: ‘Only Nigeria has acceded fully to the General 
Agreement since 1957. In doing this she has acknowledged the 
obligations entered into on her behalf by the United Kingdom before 
the date of her indepenuence. Argentina, Cambodia, Israel, Portugal, 
Spain, Switzerland and Tunisia are taking part in the work of the 
Contracting Parties pending full accession; the obligations which 
they have so far accepted vary from case to case. No constitutional 
or procedural changes have been made in the General Agreement as a 
result of the participation of these countries, but the Contracting 
Parties have established a Council so that closer and more continuing 
attention can be given between sessional meetings to the problems of 
international trade.’ 


Trade with Russia 


The President was asked what imports of Russian fuel oil had been 
authorized since February 1958; and how much cement had been 
exported to the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics during the same 
period. Mr. Erroll replied that in the period from February 1958 
to October 1960, 201,733 tons of fuel oil had been imported under 
licence from the Soviet Union; 3,021 tons of cement were exported 
to the Soviet Union in the same period. 


Trade with France 


The President was asked what steps he was taking to encourage 
manufacturers to increase their exports to France. 


Mr. Erroll replied that he was arranging in a number of ways 
to encourage manufacturers to take advantage of the increased oppor- 
tunities in France created by the removal of import restrictions and 
lowering of tariffs. Articles were appearing in the Board of Trade 
Journal and the trade press and discussions with groups of businessmen 
would be held at regional centres. The facilities offered by the Depart- 
ment for participation in trade fairs in France were being publiewzed. 
The President had consulted the representatives of British industry 
and commerce about this and was confident that he could rely on the 
support of the new Export Council for Europe. 


Official Trade Displays 


The President was asked how many Government-sponsored trade 
centres to display and promote sales of British products had been 
established in other countries on lines similar to the trade promotion 
headquarters to be established in London by the government of the- 
United States of America in the spring of 1961. 


Mr. Erroll replied: ‘Although the Board of Trade have in a 
few places, and on a very much smaller scale, used displays of this 
kind, they have taken the view that other methods, such as participa- 
tion in overseas exhibitions, make better use of available resources. 
They are, however, as part of the current examination of 
promotion, reconsidering whether trade centres of this kind wou 
justify themselves.’ '

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U.K. Exporters Losing Ground in Middle East ? 


The following letter is published as an individual view of the 
problem of increasing exports to the Middle East. The Board of 
Trade do not agree with a number of the points put forward, 
especially the contention that British selling methods are in- 
appropriate and unsuccessful. — Editor. 


Dear Sir, 


On my return from the Middle East a little while ago | read with 
reat interest R. A. Bevan’s article ‘Advertising Facilities in the Middle 

East’ (Board of Trade journal, October 14). In some respects my Middle 
Eastern visit covered similar areas to Mr. Bevan’s in that | was examining 
the advertising and marketing position in Lebanon and Syria with a 
view to opening an office in Beirut. 

Thus, whilst | find Mr. Bevan’s survey of great value in giving detailed 
information regarding facilities, it does, in my opinion, overlook 
the fact that advertising is only a latter stage of the overall marketing 
plan. Distribution and sales policy must be right before good adver- 
tising facilities can be utilized. 

During my visit | was able to obtain a reasonable insight into the 
attitude of a fairly good cross section of importers and merchants 
throughout the Middle East and a good look at the distribution and 
purchasing of the Lebanese as a whole. 

Briefly | found that something is basically wrong in the attitude 
of the British exporter in his approach to selling in the Middle Eastern 
market. From many examples | have selected the following instances: 

British Exporters are not considered obliging or courteous, 
especially with regard to quotations, deliveries and after-sales 
service. 

Formerly pro-British agents (many brought up on the code of 
‘Buy British’ in Palestine) are relinquishing British agencies to 
take up lines from Germany, Japan or one of the Communist 
countries. They are doing this because of unreliable deliveries, bad 
service from representatives and lack of after-sales facilities. 

Before | left England | tried to interest several firms, not repre- 
sented in the Middle East, in opening agencies there. Some were 
completely disinterested, others were very keen and promised 
samples and appointed me their agent but none of them followed up 
in any way at all. 

| found many British lines were handled by second-rate merchants, 
who were not really interested in the agency, only handled it for 
reasons of personal prestige (it looks good to handle a great number 
of agencies) and would not touch it at all if a foreign competitor’s 
line was available to them. 

British producers in general do not push their wares to the 
agent or to the public. It is difficult, in a few words, to convey a real 
impression of our position. But | believe it to be serious. In every 
sphere, industrial, agricultural, commercial and consumer, we 
are not only facing fierce competition from all over the world, but 
we are being beaten to the punch time and time again by smarter 
sales techniques, better distribution, faster service and finally, 
by clever advertising and promotion. 

In my view the day is not far distant when the already booming 
Arab market will form a much closer trading bloc, in which the pattern 
of commerce may well change, to result in fewer exporters trading 
in a much larger way with fewer, bigger importers. 

When that day comes British producers will either by ‘IN’ on a big 
market, or frozen out altogether. From what | have seen there is much 
we, in this country, must do to put our sales and distribution house 
in order before we can take advantage of any of the advertising facilities 
Mr. Bevan so admirably surveys. 

The time to act is Now — before it is too late.

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Overseas Trade Section 
Delhi’s New Milk Scheme Now in Operation 


One of the most important projects of India’s Second Five Year 
Plan, the Delhi Milk Scheme, was inaugurated on December 6 when 
the new Central Dairy was formally opened by Dr. Rajendra Prasad, 
President of India. Pictures of some of the British equipment that 
has been installed in the dairy were published in the Board of Trade 
Journal on November 11. 


The Central Dairy has already been supplying milk to the people of 
Delhi for the past twelve months. It is the hub of the Milk Scheme, 
designed to meet the needs of a rapidly rising population for a supply 
of clean milk at reasonable price, and at the same time to ensure 
a steady market for milk producers. When in full operation the 
Scheme will handle some 7,000 maunds (maund = 57-5960 Ib.) of 
milk per day, and there is scope for expansion up to 12,000 maunds 
in expectation of a 50 per cent. increase in demand during the next 
few years. 


In addition to supplying milk through some 320 depots, the 
Central Dairy has begun to manufacture sterilized and flavoured 
milk, ghee, skimmed milk, milk powder and butter on a commercial 
scale. Ice-cream is also being introduced. It is hoped that these 


ancillary products will provide a steady market for milk producers 
throughout the year. 


Initial financial impetus for the scheme has been provided by a 
£800,000 grant from the New Zealand Government under the 
Colombo Plan, made available as a cash grant for the purchase of 
equipment required for the Central Dairy and its ancillary milk 
collection and chilling centres. The New Zealand Government has 
also provided technical assistance for planning and implementing 
the Scheme. Further technical assistance has been provided by the 
Food and Agriculture Organization of the United Nations. 


The Delhi Milk Scheme differs from certain other schemes of the 
kind in that it aims at securing its milk from the rural areas 
surrounding the city of Delhi where conditions for milk production 
are good and where some of the best of India’s milch animals, 
particularly buffaloes, are reared. 


The milk is procured through a chain of milk collection centres, 
each designed to handle up to 400 maunds daily. Each centre is 
equipped with rooms for the reception and weighing of the milk, a 
laboratory and a processing room for chilling and storing. Milk is 
tested at the reception centres for purity and freshness and trans- 
ported to the Central Dairy by a fleet of stainless steel tankers. 


Delhi now has one of the world’s largest and most modern dairies, 
and a comprehensive Milk Scheme which provides pasteurized, 
bottled milk at a price considerably lower than that at which milk 
is sold in other large Indian cities.

United States and Poland 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have received a notification from Washington 
which states that the President of the United States has restored the 
application to imports from Poland of rates of duty no less favourable 
than accorded to other countries. 


The United States ceased to apply most-favoured-nation tariff 
treatment to imports from Poland in 1952. The new decision is 
effective from December 16, 1960.

THE BRITISH Chamber of Commerce, which existed in Lima for 
many years, came to an end in 1955 and since that time many firms 
have considered that a similar organization was needed to assist 
United Kingdom trade with Peru. 

With the active support of H.M. Embassy the Lima Chamber 
of Commerce has now created within the Chamber a special 
committee for Peruvian-British trade, and has given an assurance 
that the committee will be given the full support of the Chamber. 

The new Committee has thirty-four founder members, from whom 
a Board of Directors of seven has been elected, and may be effectively 
considered a British Chamber of Commerce in Peru. 

Steps are being taken to increase membership, and it is hoped 
that every possible support will be given to the Committee by firms 
in both countries.

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UNITED STATES 
International Co-operation Administration 


To IMPLEMENT President Eisenhower’s recent directive that the 
International Co-operation Administration (I1.C.A.) should place 
‘primary emphasis’ on the procurement of United States goods and 
services, the United States Secretary of State has now instructed 
1.C.A. that, save in exceptional circumstances, it must cease financing 
purchases from nineteen countries, including the United Kingdom. 

It is understood that this instruction will apply to all procurement 
under Procurement Authorizations issued in Washington on or after 
December 6 this year (when the Procurement Authorizations are issued 
by 1.C.A. Missions outside the United States, the operative date 
may be a few days later). In general, procurement under Procurement 
Authorizations issued prior to December 6 will be unaffected but 
there may be cases where procurement will be switched to United 
States sources. No further details are available at present.

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FAROES 


Temporary Ban on Imports from the United 
Kingdom 


THE FAROESE Local Government (Landsstyre) has declared a 
preliminary ban on all imports (except coal, coke, oil and squid for 
bait) from the United Kingdom, Eire, South America, Australia 
and New Zealand owing to the outbreak of foot and mouth disease 
in England and Scotland. 


All cargo services between Leith and Thorshaven have been 
cancelled temporarily and all Faroese fishing vessels returning from 
England and Scotland are required to call at a Faroese port at which 
police officials are stationed. 


The Landsstyre has no plans for carrying out infection control 
measures in the Islands. 

Although no import licences are being issued for United Kingdom 
goods at the moment, the Faroese Minister for Trade has said that 
applications accompanied by certificates to show that the goods 
come from a non-infected area would be considered. 


It is understood that there is no objection to trans-shipment in 
Denmark of goods from the United Kingdom for the Faroe Islands 
provided they do not include the following: 


Live animals, hides, hay, straw (including straw used for packing) 
and flowers. 


Import into the Faroes of all these goods is now prohibited 
from Denmark and Sweden as well. 


BELGIUM 
Animal Feeding Substances 


A BELGIAN ROYAL DECREE dated August 30, 1960 (Moniteur 
Belge of October 1, 1960) amends, with effect from October 1, 
1960, the Royal decree of June 10, 1959, containing additional 
regulations governing trading in animal feeding stuffs (see Board of 
Trade Journal of November 13, 1959, page 783). 


Among other things, additions have been made to the list of sub- 
stances which may be added to those destined for animal fodder 
(Article 11 of the Royal Decree of June 10, 1959).

Imports of Potatoes 


A BELGIAN ROYAL DECREE dated November 16, 1960 (Moniteur 
Belge of November 24, 1960) contains measures to be taken for 
preventing the introduction and propagation in Belgium of Synchy- 
trium endobioticum (wart disease), Corynebacterium sepedonicum 
(ring rot) and Pseudomonas solanacearum (brown rot) in potatoes. 

Among its provisions, the import of potatoes is only authorized 
where each consignment is covered by a certificate issued by the 
Plant Protection Service of the country in which the potatoes were 
grown stating that the consignment is free from disease and harmful 
insects. In the case of edible potatoes or potatoes for fodder the 
certificate must moreover state that the consignment is free from 
Synchytrium endobioticum, Corynebactertum sepedonicum and Pseu- 
domonas solanacearum.

PHILIPPINES 


Further Changes in Exchange Control Regulations 


Tue Board of Trade Journal of September 30, 1960, contained in- 
formation about changes in the Philippines Exchange Control regula- 
tions. Further changes have been announced as follows: 


A. Imports 

(1) The foreign exchange ‘margin’ levy has been reduced from 25 per 
cent. to 20 per cent. 

(2) The categories of goods which may be imported at the official rate 
of exchange (Pesos 2 to the United States dollar) have been reduced. Only 
‘decontrolled’ (DC) items will qualify in total for the official rate, 50 per cent. 
of existing allocations for the import of ‘essential producer’ (EP) and ‘essential 
consumer’ (EC) items and those few ‘unclassified’ (UI) items allowed to be 
imported will continue to qualify for official rate; 40 per cent. of allocations 
for semi-essential producer (SEP) items will be bought with currency 
purchased at the official rate but the remaining 60 per cent. will have to be 
paid for at the free rate. 

No details have been given explaining how these percentages will be 
apportioned. 

B. Exports 

(3) The percentage of foreign earnings which Philippine exporters may 
exchange at the free market rate of Pesos 3 to the United States dollar has 
been increased from 30 per cent. to 50 per cent., making an effective rate 
for exporters of Pesos 2:50 to the United States dollar instead of pesos 2-30 
as previously. This applies also to United States Government expenditures 
and most invisibles. Receipts from sales of gold and tourism will continue 
to be surrendered wholly at the free market rate. 

C. Investment 

(4) In order to establish conditions more favourable to foreign investors 
inward remittances for investment will qualify for the free market rate. 
D. Monetary Measures 

(5) A reduction in the discount rate from 5} per cent. to 5 per cent. has 
also been announced together with a reduction from 19 per cent. to 16 per 
cent. in the reserves which Banks are required to hold against demand 
deposits, in local currency.

Mr. J. S. CROSSLEY REVIEWS THE 
AFRICAN SCENE 





THE 35TH ORDINARY GENERAL MEETING of Barclays Bank D.C.O. 
will be held on January 3 in London. 


The following is an extract from the circulated statement by the Chairman, 
Mr. J. S. Crossley: } 


Nineteen hundred and sixty was expected to be a year of marked political 
changes in many parts of the British Commonwealth, particularly in Africa. 
The expectation has been fulfilled. Future historians, looking back on 1960 
and savouring its political bouquet will be likely to pronounce it emphatic- 
ally a vintage year — constitutionally speaking. It is probable, however, 
that they will give no more than a passing thought to the stresses and 
strains set up at the time amongst the peoples most directly concerned. 
Certainly a year in which Nigeria achieved independent status and in which 
a new constitution for Kenya was drawn up would normally be considered 
remarkable enough. These two events have, however, formed only a small 
part of 1960’s total out-turn. 


The Background of Africa 


Political developments, however spectacular, must not be allowed to 
obscure the background of progressive work that is, all the time, going on 
in other fields in these new countries. One can turn with relief from the 
political turmoil, which regrettably monopolizes most of the limelight, 
and reflect, for a moment, on some of the constructive things that have 
been taking place at the same time. The excellent work that is being done, 
for example, in Kenya, in carrying through what amounts almost to an 
agrarian revolution, deserves something more than a passing notice. In 
West Africa, the remarkable efforts put into the building of the great Univer- 
sities of Legon in Ghana and Ibadan in Nigeria, and also into the develop- 
ment work in the oilfields, are of great significance for the future. 2 
Rhodesia, at the Federal University in Salisbury, in May of this year, it 
was my privilege to watch the first batch of graduates, comprising both 
men and women, African and European, receiving their degrees at the 
hands of Her Majesty the Queen Mother; a few days later I saw Her 
Majesty presiding at another impressive ceremony, the inauguration of 
the great Kariba Dam. 


While progress of this kind may stand out most sharply against the 
background of less developed countries it should be remembered that 
substantial progress has continued elsewhere. In South Africa, for example, 
thanks to the development of the newer goldfields, production has reached 
a record level and is expected to total at least £270 million this year 
against approximately £250 million in 1959 and £220 million in 1958. 
South Africa, moreover, is now able to generate a t part of the capital 
she needs — a fact which has assumed added sigatiana during a year in 
which she has had to sustain a heavy capital outflow due to political 
uncertainties. 


I do not doubt that rapid economic progress will continue in many of 
the new countries in Africa and elsewhere, and in some of them at an 
increasing rate, despite political tension. One feature that all seem to have 
in common is the desire for prosperity and progress, with its accompanying 
hunger for capital. There are abundant signs that, amongst the industrialized 


countries of the West, a recognition of this need, and of its urgency, is 
growing. 


The Bank’s Contribution 


To this immense work your Bank can make a valuable contribution 
through the provision of an efficient and necessary service. Having the 
principle of decentralization ingrained in its structure it is able to adapt 
itself readily to local requirements while retaining the necessary overall 
co-ordination without which the work it could do in any particular area 
would inevitably suffer.
